Congressional efforts to widen the nation’s voting laws 
to permit registration by post card are doomed to fall 
before a Presidential veto, political observers in Wash¬ 
ington predict. 

The current proposal appeals to many people large¬ 
ly because of the seeming ease of registration which it 
offers, eliminating the visit to an official office. Oppo¬ 
sition to it, however, is somewhat more profound. 

California Congressman Burt L. Talcott is one who 
warns of its dangers. His opposition is fourfold: 

It would, Talcott says, permit the federal govern¬ 
ment to usurp a traditional state function, voter regis¬ 
tration. 

It would require a “huge new federal bureaucracy 
. . . when our times demand decentralization.” 

The post qard feature of the measure Invites fraud 
since, he feels, a satisfactoi-y method of vei'ifying regis¬ 
trations has not been devised. 

Perhaps Talcott’s strongest objection is that “it would 
.set a precedent for voting by mail.” This, he warns, “would 
be disastrous because it would permit each person’s vote 
to be monitored, thus destroying America’s time-honored 
tradition of the s^ret ballot.” 

Improving \,the use of the suffrage is a goal sought 
by many. But the method of doing so must be very care¬ 
fully studied and tested for possible malfunction. Too 
much that is crucial to the nation is at stake.

I A recent survey taken at 
I our flower show, showed 
that .Sierra Madre prices 
' were higher than surround 
I ing areas. Time was taken 
to survey the home building 
materials phase of Sierra 
Madre economy. 

Our two hardware stores 
were shopped for four kinds 
of tools, paint, nails, and 
other common odd.s and 
ends The s.sme items were 
.‘.tiopped o-ct of town at dis 
count houses. 

Tools did not vary at all 
looking at .same quality, 
steel, handles, etc. Paint in 
one hardware was aboiit 
five per cent cheaper than 
out of town, and in the other 
about the .same. 

Odds and ends in both 
hardwares, 60 per cent of the 
time, were cheaper. In one 
instaniK? a name brand of 
pai.nt wa.s higher. In one in- 
.stance screening was higher. 

If you took both stores and 
shopped with them regularly 
you would find- no overall 
difference in prices. In cer¬ 
tain lead Items, out of town 
.stores were cheaper and 
herein aio doubt lies the 
story. But to get to the near¬ 
est -wt of town store, it 
would take a half gallon of 
ga.soline .... and add that 
to your price factor and see 
liow you come up with the 
total.

Oil Extraction Reaserch Project 


Research scientists from 
the University of Southern 
California are working on a 
new method of extracating 
oil from shale-like rocks. 

Among those working on 
the project is David K. 
Young of Sierra Madre. He 
and Dr. Shawn Shih are re- 
.searching the oxidation as¬ 
pects in the new biochemical 
recovery method. 

Young, 24, graduated from 
California State University 
at Los Angeles with a de¬ 
gree in biochemistry and is 
now a graduate student in 
p'hysiology In USC’s School 
of Medicine. 

Founded by the National 
Science Foaindation, the USC 
researchers are exploring the 
feasibility of biochemical re¬ 
covery of oil components 
frorf the Green River forma¬ 
tion — a basinal deposit ex¬ 
tending across the tri-state 
area of Colorado, Wyoming 
and Utah — by using chem¬ 
ical, ge.ological, physical and 
biological methods. Accord¬ 
ing to USC scientists, the 
new method could produce a 
majority of the U.S. fuel 


supply. 

One such way they are in¬ 
vestigating is bioleaching 
using an acid-medium gen¬ 
erated by sulfur-oxidizing 
bacteria to get rid of the 
dolomite in oil shale. 

Commercial development 
of this biochemical method 
would provide access to the 
estimated two-trillion bar¬ 
rels of oil contained in these 
roCks — enough fuel to .sup¬ 
ply the U.S. energy demands, 
at the present rate of con¬ 
sumption, for the next 200 
years, USC .scientists say. 

Working under the tute- 
lege of Dr. Teh Fu Yen of 
Altadena, USC associate pro- 
fe.ssor of chemical engineer¬ 
ing, •■'nvironmental engineer¬ 
ing and medicine (biochem¬ 
istry), Young and foiir other 
investigators of multi-disci¬ 
plinary areas are studying 
the various aspects of the 
project. 

Present' technology has 
been able to extract kero- 
gen.s— insoluble bitumino.us 
materials used to produce 
gasoline and other petro¬ 
leum produces — by using 


the "retorting” method. This 
proce.ss flr.st crushes and 
then burns the sliale to cch- 
vert kerogens Into fuel pre¬ 
cursors. TTxe method is not 
only costly, but presents po- 
tental environmental prob¬ 
lems. 

Instead of crushing the 
rock and devastating the 
countryside, the USC team is 
looking into ways to leach 
•the kerogens out by pump¬ 
ing a bacterial culture into 
kerogen-bearing rocks to 
loosen the needed sub- 
.stances that would ultimate¬ 
ly float to the surface as 
unrefined oil. 

USC engineer - educators 
.■^ay there is a greater re¬ 
covery of the kerogens by 
bioleaching techniqiues as 
opposed to the retorting me¬ 
thods. Application of retor¬ 
ting technology to one ton 
of oil shale will result in the 
release of 25 gallons of oil 
as opposed to the release of 
40 gallons of oil by bio¬ 
leaching for the same 
amount of rock. 


Local Police Have Gas Sticker Applications 


Commercial vehicle identi¬ 
fication sticker applications 
arc available at the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 
According to the odd-even 
gasoline rationing system 
now in effect in California, 
vehicles cl.-ussified as com¬ 
mercial may purchase fuel 
on any d.ay. 

The police departme n t 
does not issue the stickers. 
They can, however, classify 
vehicles o,n the following 
basis: 

A. 'Vehicles which, by their 


design, size, or recognizable 
company identification are 
obviously being used for 
commercial purposes. 

B. Vehicles which are 
ow,ned and operated as part 
of a company vehicle fleet 
as may be determined by 
company marking or the ve¬ 
hicle’s registration. 

C. indivld'ually owned ve¬ 
hicles .used for commercial 
purposes, as evidenced by 
the pres.ence of specialized 
equipment, instnu m e n t s, 
tools of the trade or profes¬ 


sion, supplies or other ma¬ 
terials which cannot be 
readily carried by the ve¬ 
hicle operator on public 
trarLspodation. or any other 
evidence that it is necessary 
to .use the vehicle for com¬ 
mercial purposes. 

If a driver thinks his ve¬ 
hicle may qualify for . com¬ 
mercial classlficat ion he 
may obtain tiie application 
from the police and mail it 
to the state for considera¬ 
tion. No applications will be 
accepted by the department.
